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PHONE PATCHING IS ALIVE AND WELL. On the following page, you will observe 
two schematics. These two different phone patches were once built 
by the illustrious W6YPM as a certified money making enterprise. 
The first circuit is for those of you who desire to be able to oper- 
ate VOX. It provides isolation between the output of the receiver 
and the input to the transmitter, as adjusted by the null pot with 
a line and telephone connected. 


For those of you who doubt the necessity and the legality of VOX 
operation, or perhaps want a bit simpler circuit, the second circuit 
provides an entirely adequate phone patch without all the hassle. 
PTT operation is mandated since the output of the receiver is very 
well coupled to the audio input of the transmitter. The receiver 
must muste on transmit. 


Capacitors for either cireiit should be rated at at least 150v to 
avoid breakdown from the high voltage ringing signals perpetrated 
by the cohorts of Mother Bell. Transformers are still btainable 
from our trusted treasurer, W6BFH for a paltry quarter dollar.
